Inventions That Pay In the Hayfield—Puat- 
ting Hay In the Barn, 
The wise farmer wi 


over and yield heavy crops may require 
the hay tedder, and the loader saves 
lifting. The hay loader will keep two 
men busy loading, as it takes it from 
the windrow. With mower, horse rake 
loader and some good device for unload- 

ing by horse power, a farmer can han- 
die a large crop of hay without going 
outside of his own family for help, Be- 
fore ‘buying a hay loader, Rural New | 
Yorker, authority for the following, ad- 

vises that the farmer remember that he 
will need to cut a good deal of grass to 
make such a tool pay interest on its 
cost. Not only that, but»he must get 
one that will do the best work on his 
farm. The very fact that different farms 
and farmers require differences in tools 
explains: why there are differences in 
‘hay loaders just as there are in plows, 
harrows or cultivators... Each one is 
designed to do a special-work: —There 


‘“are two chief principles operated in hay 


loaders. In one the hay is pulled on by 
a system of rakes, which works much 
like the old hand rake of earlier hay- 
making. You might compare -this to 
le-of raking the hand toward 
you with the fingers down. The other 
principle is the reverse of this. : 

The mower should: be free from rig- 
ging and have a tilter to catch lodged’ 
grass. The later makes have long cutter 
bars, some six feet. Four and a half 
to five will give better satisfaction on 
stony or rolling land. They draw easier, 
and the team can walk faster. The rake 
should be a self dump, so that a boy or 
girl can easily do the raking, It should 
not tear up stones or sod or roll up the 
hay, but push it together. ‘ 

The double harpoon fork is light-to 
handle, durable, cheap and efficient. 
The whole outfit, including ropes, pul- 
leys and hooks, can be purchased for $5 
or $6. Hay cars and track are good, but 


“ one can hang the fork so that good work 


éan_be dune without them. Sometimes, 
especially in the older, lower barns and 
large mows, better work may be done, ag 
they can be fixed to drop the hay in dif- 
ferent parts of the barn, while the track 
is stationary. Tohangafork tie a small 
pulley to the top of the fork. "Fasten a 
pulley to the foot of a post on the floor 
opposite the side where hay is to be 
stored. Another, directly above this, is 
fastened to a rafter or crossbeam. The 
other is fastened as far back in the mow

There. were just thirteen persons pres- 
ent at the hearing given’ by the County 
‘Commissioners at the Town House Tues- 
day morning; viz., Commisgioners Bishop, 
Danforth and Smith, the Board of Select- 
men, State Highway Commissioner Mc- 
Clintock, who-représents the engineering 
firm of McClintock & Woodfall, Superin- 
tendent Morton of the Street Railway 
Company, the TowNsMAN reporter, and 
four citizens. According to the petition 
before the Commissioners, the hearing 
was on the widening and improving of 
Main Street, but the direct object was to |} 
see if-the Main Street bridge question 
could be settled. But it wasn’t at that 
meeting which only lasted about an hour. 

The case seems to be a peculiar one, 
nothing like it having come.up before to 
the knowledge of .the Board as a prece- 
dent: i The Boston’ & Maine Railread 
seems to be the stumbling-block. — Chair- 
man Bishop stated that Mr. Lincoln, 
counsel for the Boston & Maine, doubted 
ifthe petition under which the Board 
was working covered the building ofa 
new bridge and that a new. petition to 
that effect from the Selectmen would be 
necessary, However, the manager of the 
Boston &.Maine, Mr. Bishop said, wished 
the‘ matter settled amicably and only 
wished.to. know. what the law..was..in.re-. 
gard to the matter. Todo this he sug- 
gested that another hearing be held July 
6, when the Boston & Maine would be 
represented. Y 

Mr. Bishop said that if the, Selectmen 
said so the Commissioners would issue a 
decree before night to havé the bridge 
built, but that'the result would be a long 
drawn out lawsuit, as the Boston &

ment, The thing is to:get the water out 
and keep it out..in the future. Clay 
alone would not do that, but_rather ac- 
celerate the decay by allowing water to 
enter. 

Bagging Grapes, 

A fruitgrower who approves of bag- 
ging grapes writes: 

I use the ordinary two pound manilla 
paper bag for bagging grapes, These 
can be purchased from most grocers. I 
then buy a spool of smal) iron wire and 
cut it into lengths of 5 or 6 inches. I 
borrow.a pair of tinner’s shears to do 
this. I then run the wire once or twice 
through the bag near its mouth, through 
the side where it laps or is pasted to- 
gether. This makes a convenient fasten- 
ing, and a good hand can bag several 
thousand clusters in a day. Be sure to 
use the iron wire, as the steel wire is 
more brittle and does not bend readily. 
Copper wire will do, but it is much 
more expensive, 


Currants and Gooseberries, 

These valuable fruits are grown with 
great ease and:need only to be kept free 
from weeds. New plants-are readily ob- 
tained by making cuttings in the au- 
tumn, 6 inches long, which may be 
planted at once or kept in the cellar in 
moist sand and. planted in the spring. 
The plants need. renewing every six or 
eight: years... Better fruit is grown on 
young than on old bushes. ‘To secure 
large crops the bushes have to be pretty 
severely pruned each year. American 
Agriculturist tells that the rust or mil- 
dew of the ,ooseberry is now quite com- 
pletely controlled by spraying the 
busheswith 2 solution of potassium sul- 
phide, an ounce to two gallons of water. 


Propagating Seedling Grapes. 

For, the propagation of a seedless 
grape a company of well known horti- 
culturists have organized the Seedless 
Grape Nursery company in California. 
The organizers’ believe that every vari- 
ety of grape can be propagated into 
seedless fruit and yet retain all its char- 
acteristics. The seedless vine once ob- 
tained can be multiplied indefinitely by 
grafting at once with the raw wood. 
The vines will be raised chiefly for 
Australian, European and eastern mar- 
kets,

dition by plants, for if they were they 


would act corrosively upon their tenfler 
tissues, They revert to their original 
condition when applied to the soil, and 
they now are in the finest possible state 


in the New York Tribune, who adds: 

When niineral phosphates are ysed, 
there is no difficulty iu grinding them 
to an impalpable powder, and in this 
form applied~-to>the- soil they are more 
advantageous than when converted into 


phuric: acid, which is both expensive 
and inconvenient to use, 

By using the mineral phosphates fine- 
ly ground there can be applied more 
than double the quantity of phosphoric 
acid to the soil at the same:cost that 
there can bein’ using superphosphates. 
The plant will take up as much phos- 
phoric acid the first year as it would 


“from the superphopshate, and as much 
‘more will be left in the soil, available 


for further drafts upon it in after sea- 
sons, as it does not leach from the soil. 

, Bones and mineral phosphates can be 
decomposed and rendered soluble by al- 
‘kalies as well as by acids; and are in 


alkalies as well as phosphoric acid, and 
the alkalies are'‘not only food, but neu- 
tralize the acids of the soil and liberate 
other ‘food for plants, putting the soil 
in its most favorable condition, with 
proper cultivation, to produce abundant 
crops. Bones or fine ground mineral 
phosphates, when composted with wood 
ashes ina moist. state for a few weeks, 
are decomposed and are preferable for 
crops to the acid superphosphates. Most 
farmers have the wood ashes to use. If 
not, the same object is attained by the 
use of soda ash, an articles of common 
use and easily obtainéd in any market, 
and now generally used by soap boilers 
in making soap. 

To decompose bones or mineral phos- 
phates with soda ash make a_ layer of 
bones or mineral phosphates, then a 
layer of the same number of pounds of 
fresh burned lime (water to be put on 
till it begins to slack), then a layer of 
the same number of pounds of soda ash, 


and so repeat until the quantity desired.

There is no economy in keeping roost- 
ers after the breeding season is passed, 
and economy is a necessity with the 
poulterer; also if one wishes to preserve 
eggs those from hens:with a male will 
not keep so well as others. ' 

Feathers on the legs of any breed are, 
or should be, considered a nhisance. 
They ought to be discarded as a ‘‘point’’ 
and eliminated. by careful breeding. 
Feathers are as troublesome to the fowl 
during wet or freezing weather as to the 
picker at dressing time. 

Every drop of kerosene will. spread 
over a spot as large as a silver dollar. 
Time is worth too much to spend it 
brushing oil on the roosts. Buy a small 
water pot with a fine rose. Putin ita 
quart of oil and sprinkle the roosts, floor 
and walls quickly. Two applications, 
a week apart, will make things blue for 
lice and miteé. 

If you clean up the buildings, don’t 
‘stop there; but every nestbox and roost.|. - 
should be painted white with a mixture 
of strong lime and half a pint of crude 
carbolic acid to every bucket of liquid 
lime.

RESULTED FATALLY. 


Joseph Oaks Shot by an Officer During a 
Riot at. Charlestown, 


Boston, June 28.—A riot, a fire and the 
killing of a prisoner innocent of mis- 
behavior in the affair made it exciting at 
the Charlestown state prison yesterday. 

The riot occurred ‘shortly after the men * 
had returned to the” shops‘ after dinner. 
Fifty men were working quietly and or- 
derly in what is called the ‘state’ shop, 
under the eye of a single officer, when 
without warning seven long-term and 
desperate convicts threw down their tools 
and ran yelling to the shirt shop adjoin- 
ing. There they were joined by 18 more 
desperate prisoners, and the party went 
through various shops on the run trying 
todrum up more recruits. In this they 
were unsuccessful, and finally, in the 
chair shop, they were confronted by four 
officers with drawn revolvéts. 

The guards fired into the air to scare 
the rioters, vho, armed with knives and 
hammers, were preparing to make a des- 
perate stand. Their ringleader was a 
prisoner named Ed Slattery, who was 
identified with the riots of last year. 

Officer James H. Donovan picked him 
outand aimed at him to kill. Unfor- 
tunately, Donovan’s aim was bad, and in- 
stead of hitting the offender the bullet 
from his revolver entered the groin of 
Joseph Oaks of Worcester, who came to 
the institution last February. Oaks was 
not of the rioters and was at his bench 
in theshop where the trouble was, en- 
tirely free from insubordination. He fell 
to the floor fatally injured, and subse: 

quently died. . 

After the shooting the prisoners ran 
into the yard, and were soon cornered 
and overpowered by the officers. Beyond 
afew cracked heads none of them were 
badly hurt, and the whole gang was 
soon locked up. 

Asthe prisoners were about to be put 
back to work, fire was discovered on the 
roof of the chair shop. This created great 
excitement in the district, and all sorts of 
rumors were rife. The blaze, which 
probably caught from a passing locomo- 
tive, damaged the building to the extent 
of about $700.
